“ Judge Ewbank .-aid the right of 
Burleson to take over and operate 
the telephone companies is not ques­ 
tioned, but the right of the telephone 
companies,

operating

control of the postmaster general to 
charge more than the rates fixed by 
the public sendee commission, is de­ 
nied. 
“ The decision also holds that the 
installation rate and removal charges 
are illegal. 
“ Paul Haynes, member of tilt1 pub­ 
lic service commission iii a statement 
following the decision said the main 
point decided by the judge was that 
the public service commission still 
had author!ty to control telephone 
rates and that they would insist up­ 
on exercising this authority.” 
It is estimated that the temporary 
injunction will mean a saving of ap­ 
proximately $">00 a month for the 
telephone patrons of Jackson county. 
The order affects all calls originat­ 
ing within the state. 
Some time ago toll charges within 
the county were ordered and were 
collected for almost a week. 
Later 
these were withdrawn until a Burle­ 
son order could be definitely and offi­ 
cially interpreted. 
It is understood 
that if the injunction had not been 
granted by Judge Ewliank the toll 
rates within the county would proba­ 
bly have been reinstated again before 
the end of this month. 


Along with the robberies that the 
local police have successfully han­ 
dled the last few days, come reports 
of considerable 
petty thievery 
in 
various parts of the city. 
M any of 
the articles reported stolen are of 
little 
value 
and 
while the 
thefts 
themselves have been of little conse­ 
quence the practice has become an­ 
noying. 
It is believed that some of 
the thefts could be traced to boys 
but they have amounted to so little 
that there has been no desire upon 
the part of the losers to conduct in­ 
vestigations 
which 
might 
develop 
some expense. 
It Is reported that attempts have 
been made to enter a number of base­ 
ments in various parts of the city 
during the last week and iii a few 
instances entrance has been gained 
by opening in-ecurely locked doors 
or windows. 
Apparently the thieves 
do not desire to go to much trouble 
iii trying to force entrance and are 
“ seoulmg” around to find where they 
can accomplish their ends without 
mueh inconvenience to themselves. 
One man succeeded in getting into a 
basement and worked his way into 
tile kitchen, but his effort and labor 
wa- not richly rewarded rn tin* way 
of loot. 
Some of the report et! thefts have 
come to tile attention of the police, 
but others have not been placed be­ 
fore the officers 
for investigation. 
The articles retorted missing cover 
a wide range.

BEARD IN PARIS 


Radicals Reported to Have Planned 


Assassination of Clemenceau 


and President Wilson. 


SOURCE OF REPORTS UNKNOWN 


French

Paris, February JI— Rumors were 


being circulated in Paris today that 


several plots have been unearthed 


in Switzerland in connection with the 


attack on Premier Clemenceau. One 


report is that radicals had planned 


to assassinate Clemenceau and Pre- 


-ident Wilson, but had not succeeded 
in crossing the frontier into France, 
owing to the watchfulness of tho 
police. 
None of these rumors could 
be traced to their sources. 
Prem ier Clemenceau will be out of 
danger within forty-eight hours it 
was announced today. 
“ I am very optimistic of my abil­ 
ity to return to work in four or five 
day-,” he told President Poincare. 
It wa- Enounced that the Prem ier 
was getting along as well as possi­ 
ble. 
The meeting of the supreme w ar 
council this afternoon will be held 
at the residence of Premier Clem- 
enceuu. 
This was accepted as re­ 
vealing an 
optimistic feeling 
re­ 
garding the premiers condition.

This was the third night of move­ 
ment for the troops of Col. Malone’s 
detachment, 
This movement caused 
a very great extension of our line, 
which now occupied a front of n e a r­ 
ly twenty' kilometers. 
The question 
of supply, of ammunition and rations 
became more 
difficult 
of solution. 
Reserve rations consisting of hard 
bread and 
canned 
m eat were sent 
forw ard in m otor trucks and were 
distributed from them to the men in 
the fighting line. By tile sam e means, 
one-half 
million rounds 
of small 
artus 
ammunition 
were 
quickly 
dumped behind each brigade. 
The news 
w as 
carried 
rapidly 
along the F rench lines th at “lea Am­ 
ericans” had entered the line in large 
force. 
It gave them renewed hope. 
It added strength to their own gal­ 
lant efforts to 
resist the 
invader.

The German advance 
on P aris had been checked. 
The Germans subsequently pushed 
forw ard detachm ents with machine 
guns in fro n t of the line which they 
now held, but they dill not advance 
beyond the line occupied by the Am­ 
ericans on th a t eventful first day of 
June.

which were to follow by rail, from 
Ghauinonfc-en-Yexin began to arrive. 
The prompt coming of the artillery 
was most fortunate.

On June 4th, almost as soon as 
they were in the front line, the ma­ 
rines came in contact with the enCtuy 
and successfully resisted his attack. 
On the German side, our front was 
occupied by two divisions and part 
of a third. 
They had the advantage 
of position.

ments from “sausage” balloons and

purely defensive 
battle. 
From the 
very day of our arrival iii France, 
General Pershing 
had taken every 
occasion to inculcate in his army the 
-pirit of the offensive. 
His te a c h ­ 
ings were now bearing fruit.

ican soldier knew that the best way 
to held our own line was to attack 
that of tile enemy. 
I rider the orders of Gen. llnrbord, 
the marines went forward to a tta c k

in position to renew the attack on 
succeeding dux s.

Here the 
artillery preparation had been more 
effective, and 
the 
closely following 
infantry attack w as completely s u e 
ce ssful. 
The results 
of the d a y ’s 
fighting were u num ber «»f p riso n ers 
and some machine gun- and trench 
m ortar-. 
Our own losses in killed 
and wounded had been heavy. 
< 
June l i th . a fte r a longer a r ­ 
tillery preparation than in the first 
ill.-ta nee, but still not entirely effec­ 
tive against the well sheltered G er­ 
man machine gun m*sts, the marine- 
renewed their attack in the Belleau 
wood. 
The Germ ans were making a 
determined resistance. 
Although the 
wood was not yet cleared, the lines 
w ere -till fu rth er advanced and the 
marines had taken 506 prisoners. 
Artillery 
ammunition 
was 
now 
more plentiful and we were able to 
obtain a supply of gas shells with 
which to retaliate 
for 
the gas a t ­ 
tacks of the Germans. 
That part of the marine brigade 
that was still 
fighting 
in Belleau 
wood had become so exhausted and 
reduced in numbers that relief wa - 
necessary. It could not be furnished 
from the battalions 
in 
the brigade 
and the 
division 
reserve 
because 
these battalions had just come out 
of the front 
line 
and were not in 
condition to immediately return. The 
7th. infantry was behind our lines a> 
arm y reserve and if took tile place 
of the two battalions of m arines in 
Belleau wood. 
Tho marine battalions, reduced in 
numbers by the severe fighting, were 
w ithdraw n to billets in towns on the 
M arne for five 
d ay s’ 
rest and re ­ 
ceived 
replacements. 
Rested and 
increased in 
numbers, 
they again 
entered Belleau 
wood. 
They went 
into the .battle with 
renewed vigor 
and determination. 
This time they 
were favored with a tcrriffic a rtil­ 
lery preparation th at searched with 
shells every p a r t of the wood still 
remaining in the enemy’s hands, as 
well as 
the 
approaches 
from the 
north. 
Complete success 
crowned 
their efforts. 
Tho last days of June 
found the wood 
completely 
in our 
hands, and the enemy’s lines were 
f a r across the open ground to tin* 
north. 
The m aterial results of this long 
and finally victorious contest fo r the 
possession of the Belleau wood were 
over 800 prisoners and a large num ­ 
ber of machine 
guns 
and trench 
m ortars. 
The prisoners were from 
three different regiments of the best 
German troops, to each of which had 
successively been assigned the task 
of withstanding

American on­ 
slaught.

extended fa r from that M arne b a t­ 
tlefield to the firesides of the pcopl >

The following letter w as received 
by Roy B ar niger from H ow ard B a r­ 
nier, who is with the Army o f O c­ 
cupation. 
W ittgert, Germany, 
Ja n u a ry 24, HHP. 
D ear R oy:— 
A fter considerable delay 
I shall 
try to let you know something of 
where I have been and w hat I have 
been doing. 
A fter lying in harbor 
one day we left New York June 12th 
and landed in Liverpool, June 24. We 
remained there two days then went 
by rail to South 11 a cm Roo where we 
crossed the Englirit ( handel arriving 
at Le D a n e , France.

H a rvc about a week later, arriving 
at Messae, France.

On last April, the school building 
at this place w as struck bj^a cyclone 
and totally destroyed. 
The schoo 
term being so near out that the trus­ 
tee, J. B. Bottorff, decided to close 
the term. 
Immediately persons liv 
ing about 2 miles north petitioned 
the Trustee to locate and build the 
school house at a place undesirable 
to a large m ajority of the patrons 
of the 
school district; 
whereupon 
our 
people 
likewise petitioned 
the 
Trustee to relocate just across the 
road on one acre o f land ju st w est of 
the Christian church, donated by M. 
N. 
Sewell and wife. 
The Trustee 
realizing the material was high ana 
labor so scarce he thought it unwise, 
as did several o f our people, to build 
a t that time; thus the building was 
postponed. 
On January 1st, 1919, Ford Lutes, 
who had been elected Trustee, took 
possession o f the office. A few days 
before taking the office, he made a 
special trip to Cortland to procure 
the deed previously made by M. N. 
Sewell for said one acre in order to 
get the legal description; Whereupon 
he had a petition drawn up, petition­ 
ing the County Superintendent, IT. 
Henderson, lo }>ermit him, the said 
Ford 
Lutes, Trustee 
o f Hamilton 
township, to erect a school building 
on the 
said lot. 
Whereupon 
he 
handed 
the said petition to 
Louis 
Harlow & M. N. Sewell asking them

cooker is a boon; “eight hours over 
night” insuring a wholesome break­ 
fast. Poorly cooked cereals are indi­ 
gestible, and as a consequence their 
full nutritive value is lost. 
Oatmeal, 
cornmeal, barley, rice and the many 


wheat 
preparations 
offer 
a 
wide 
choice; the standard ready-cooked 
cereals, requiring crisping only, are 
a convenience, 
while (‘Creal cakes, 
muffins and breads are quite worth 
while when the baking can be man­ 
aged. 
Many enjoy molded cereal, 
either reheated or cold, with chopped 
dates added before molding. 
There are at least half a hundred 
interesting ways in which eggs may 
be served: a cream or tomato sauce 
pouffed 
over the 
toast before 
the 
poached eggs are added; eggs baked 
in an earthen dish, with a sprinkling 
of crumbs over the top; an omelet 
with minced meat, a few slices o f 
orange or cooked apple added before

Fresh fish, 
delicately panned, 
is 
sure of 
a welcome; 
or salt 
fish, 
broiled or creamed. 
Meat is growing 
Ic-- i>opiilnr. and for ibis one should 
be glad. 
To simplify work, 
there 
are combination dishes— eggs, cereal 
and milk in one— of which the hom­ 
iny puffs and spoon bread are typical. 
To vary the flavor and value of rolls 
or hot breads, whole wheat, graham 
and rye flours may be kepi in the 
pantry, as 
well as white. 
It well- 
baked, with a minimum of shorten­ 
ing. hot breads served occasionally 
need not he unwholesome. 
The suc­ 
ce ss of these breads depends almost 
as much upon the baking as the in­ 
gredients or proportions used. Flours 
and baking powd< rs vary in quality, 
and it may sometimes be necessary 
to increase or decrease given quan­ 
tities 
Toasted, pulled,

baked (zwieback) bread is bitter for 
young children, or anyone troubled 
w’ith a weak digestion .

hovered over the mount. 
2. Tit** people*! demand (v. I). They 
demanded of Aaron that he make them 
a god to go before them. 
Their pro­ 
fession of allegiance to God collapse*! 
as soon as th** strong personality of 
their leader w a s no longer felt. 
3. Aaron’s cowardly compliance (vv. 
2-4), 
He was an eloquent man, hut 
lacked moral courage. 
Many today 
•an talk fluently, hut vacillate before 
the real Issues of life. 
In order to 
gain time with the rebels he demand­ 
ed that they cast off their jewelry ami 
bring it to him. 
Perhaps he thought 
that their love for it would cause them 
to forego their demands, hut they 
cheerfully gave up their Jewelry for a 
false god. 
Aaron, like many compro­ 
mising men of this age. opened a door 
which he could not shut. 
4. Wanton revelry (vv. 5, C). 
See­ 
ing their disposition, Aaron erected an 
altar and proclaimed a fast unto Je­ 
hovah. 
He no doubt wished them to 
worship the Lord through the image, 
but he had made a god for them ami 
It was a very short step to the heath 
en orgies connected with idolatrous 
worship. 
II. God’s Burning Wrath (32:7-10). 
God’s nature is such that he cannot 
tolerate a rival. 
No gods shall he be­ 
fore his face. 
The rival must be re­ 
moved or the people must be consumed 
with divine wrath. God does not own 
them as his people, for they had cast 
him off. 


HI. The Mediation of Moses (32:11 
14). 
The declaration of a divine purpose 
to destroy th** Israelites did not deter 
Moses from making intercession for 
them. 
What was his threefold plea? 
(vv. ll. 12, 13). 
Moses knew full well that, the people 
deserved to die, therefore he could not 
plead any merit **n their part. 
IIL 
plea was based wholly on God's pur­ 
pose for Israel. Through his interces­ 
sion God relents. 
IV. Judgment Falls (32:15-35). 
1. Moses broke the tables of testi­ 
mony (vv. 15-19) emblematic of the 
breach of their covenant with God. 
2. Moses destroyed the image (v. 20) 
and made tile people drink of the wa­ 
ter which contained Its dust. thus milk­ 
ing them to experience in a physical 
sense the bitterness which results from 
sin. 
3. Most s showed Aaron that he W’as 
inexcusable for his part in the dis­ 
graceful affair (vv. 21-24). 
4. Moses called for those who Would 
take a stand for the Lord to gird their 
swords arni slay all who stood out in 
rebellion. 
The tribe of Levi ranged 
themselves eta hts side and became th** 
instrument by which God chastened his 
people (vv. 25-29). 
5. M oses confessed the great sin of 
the people and begged that God would 
forgive them, 
He was willing to suf­ 
fer the punishm ent himself, if possible, 
and let the people go free. 
The Lord 
declared to him in answer that every 
man should bear his own sib (vv. SO­ 
BS). 
V. The Covenant Renewed (33:1- 
4-9). 
1. Moses’ commission renewed (Ch. 
33). 
2. The second tables of the law- 
given (34:1-9). 
In the giving of these 
tables he reiterated God’s Justice, but 
gave particular emphasis to his mercy. 
“The Lord God, merciful and gracious,
